The    University    of   ^lissouri    was    established    on    February    11 
by  a  special  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Missouri.

courses  of  instruction  in  academic  work  were  begun  in  the  spring  of 
1841.  During  the  seventy- five  years  of  development  new  divisions 
of  instruction  have  been  organized  from  time  to  time,  and  at  pres- 
ent the  w^ork  of  the  university  is  carried  on  in  the  college  of  Arts 
and  Science,  College  of  Agriculture,  School  of  Education,  School 
of  Law,   School  of  Journalism,   School  of  Medicine,   School  of  En- 
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gineering,  Graduate  School,  and  the  Extension  Division.  The  en- 
rollment has  increased  from  thirty-two  in  1841  to  three  thousand  two 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  at  present.

The  University  is  located  at  Columbia,  a  town  situated  half  way 
between  St.  Louis  and  Kansas  City,  near  the  center  of  the  State. 
Columbia  may  be  characterized  as  a  progressive  and  prosperous 
little  citv  of  schools  and  homes,  with  enough  industrialism  to  make 
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it  efficient.  Stephens  College  and  Christian  College  are  also  located 
at  Columbia,  and  the  student  is  the  predominant  factor  in  the  town. 
The  population  of  Columbia  is  twelve  thousand. 

Situated  as  it  is  on  the  border  land  between  the  north  and  south, 
the  University  of  ^lissouri,  although  originally  a  typical  Southern 
college,  embodies  both  the  Southern  ideals  of  chivalry  and  hospi- 
tality and  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  North. 

The  University  grounds  at  Columbia  cover  over  seven  hundred 
acres.  The  main  divisions  are  in  the  quadrangle,  the  horticultural 
grounds,  the  physical  education  grounds,  and  the  agricultural  col- 
lege farm.  The  quadrangle  is  the  center  of  university  life.  On  it 
are  situated  the  mounds  and  the  columns,  which  are  always  dear  to 
the  hearts  of  Missouri  students  and  alumni. 

Fraternities  have  existed  at  Missouri  since  1869.  The  follow- 
ing are  now  represented  here:  Phi  Delta  Theta,  Sigma  Alpha  Epsilon, 
Sigma  Nu,  Beta  Theta  Pi,  Kappa  x\lpha,  Sigma  Chi,  Kappa  Sigma, 
Phi  Gamma  Delta,  Delta  Tau  Delta,  Alpha  Tau  Omega,  Acacia, 
Phi  Kappa  Psi,  Pi  Kappa  Alpha,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  Kappa 
Kappa  Gamma,  Pi  Beta  Phi,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta,  Delta  Gamma. 
Alpha  Phi,  Phi  Mu,  and  Chi  Omega. 

During  the  past  three  quarters  of  a  century  the  university  has 
enjoyed  a  wonderful  development,  until  to-day  it  is  one  of  the  fore- 
most institutions  of  the   countrv. 


DELTA  OMICFON. 

Delta  Omicron  was  organized  on  October  1,  1912.  The  local 
from  its  origin  desired,  at  some  time,  to  secure  a  charter  from 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  The  founders  were:  J.  W.  Day,  Stonewall 
Jackson  Kennan,  Walter  B.  Roberts,  Donald  S.  Libbey,  Boyd  Lorens 
Greever,  C.  E.  Kane,  Lloyd  C.  Ruggles,  and  Chauncey  I.  Flemming. 
They  were  fortunate  in  having  Brother  P.  H.  Lawless,  of  Kansas 
Alpha,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  B.  Kurtz  to  aid  them  in  perfecting  their  or- 
ganization. 

Brother  W.  L.  Phillips  visited  them  between  semesters  the  first 
vear   of    their   existence    and    gave   them    some    encouragement   and 
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advice  which  assisted  materially  in  their  development.  In  their 
first  year  the  membership  was  increased  to  fifteen  and  Delta  Omicron 
secured  a  chapter  house.  Since  then  growth  has  been  gradual  but 
steady,  and  the  local  was  represented  in  many  branches  of  student 
activity. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  year  a  new  chapter  house 
was  built  especially  for  Delta  Omicron  and  at  present  plans  are  being 
considered  for  the  ultimate  purchase  of  this  house.

District  of  Columbia  Alpha  Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has 

recently  announced  the  pledge  of  Hon.   Albert  Johnson,  member  of 
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the  House  of  Representatives  from  the  Third  District  of  Washing- 
ton State,  for  honorary  membership  in  their  chapter.  This  action 
is  the  cuhiiination  of  an  acquaintance  existing  between  ]Mr.  Johnson 
and  one  of  the  brothers  from  Washington  prior  to  his  election  to 
Congress.     On  several  occasions  during  the  past  \Yinter  ]Mr.  Johnson

has  complimented  this  chapter  by  his  attendance  at  various  social 
events,  and  his  acceptance  of  the  pledge  is  due  to  the  fellowship 
which  has  arisen  between  himself  and  members  of  this  chapter. 

Mr.  Johnson  is  a  native  of  Springfield,  Illinois,  where  he  re- 
ceived a  high  school  education.  At  the  age  of  fourteen  years  he 
began  to  learn  the  printer's  trade,  devoting  the  formative  period  of 
his  life  to  reportorial  and  editorial  work  with  the  leading  newspapers 
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of  his  State.  Journalism  was  his  favored  vocation  and  when  war 
was  declared  with  Spain  the  Washington  (D.  C.)  Post  promoted 
him  on  merit  to  night  editor,  a  position  which,  during  the  intense 
excitement  of  war,  taxes  the  ability  of  the  journalist  to  the  utmost. 
At  the  close  of  the  war  he  resigned  this  position  and  heeded  the 
call  of  the  West,  locating  in  the  State  of  Washington.  Even  there 
he  could  not  outdistance  his  reputation  as  a  writer  and  he  succes- 
sively became  editor  of  the  Tacoma  Daily  News  and  the  Seattle 
Times.  Later  he  purchased  the  Daily  Washingtonian,  of  Hoquiam, 
of  which  he  is  still  publisher.  During  his  extended  and  faithful 
service  to  the  public  as  a  writer  he  always  performed  his  duties 
ably  and  conscientiously,  and  when  the  political  campaign  of  last 
year  began  in  his  State,  she  needed  a  champion  and  rewarded  him 
by   election   to   the   63d   Congress. 

Congressman  Johnson  already  has  won  the  high  esteem  of  his 
fellow  legislators  in  Congress,  and  he  is  a  recognized  political 
power  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  During  the  portion  of  his  term 
already  passed  he  has  consistently  stood  for  the  principles  of  the 
party  which  elected  him  and  for  the  interests  of  the  West  and  the 
country  at  large.  Hailing  from  that  portion  of  this  country  where 
conservation  has  greater  immediate  effect  on  the  welfare  of  the 
people  than  in  other  parts,  he  has  been  keenly  active  and  alert  in 
promoting  'the  best  interests  of  the  West  as  affected  by  the  conser- 
vation policy  of  the  present  age.  At  the  Conservation  Congress 
which  met  in  Washington,  D.  C,  last  summer,  he  demonstrated 
his  knowledge  of  that  subject  so  forcefully  that  he  was  conceded 
to  be  its  foremost  champion  by  all  who  attended.  He  has  won  a 
reputation  as  a  forceful  debater  and  a  man  of  sound  judgment. 
In  a  recent  speech  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  Mr.  Johnson 
proved  himself  worthy  of  the  trust  imposed  in  him  by  the  people 
of   his   State. 

With  the  added  experience  and  tenure  of  office  which  the  fra- 
ternity earnestly  hopes  will  reward  his  efforts,  he  bids  fair  to  be- 
come one  of  the  leaders  of  the  House. 

Socially,  Mr.  Johnson  is  a  very  prince  of  good  fellows,  takes 
a  keen  interest  in  the  young  men,  and  is  one  of  those  who  has  not 
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forgotten  that  in  becoming  a  member  of  Congress  he  has  not  ceased 
to  be  one  among  his  fellow  citizens.  District  of  Columbia  Alpha 
is  to  be  congratulated  upon  pledging  him,  for  it  is  difficult  to  con- 
ceive of  a  man  more  worthy  of  brotherhood  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
than   he. 


PENNSYLVANIA  DELTA  CELEBRATES  HER 
TENTH  ANNIVERSARY. 

Ten  years  as  a  chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  was  celebrated 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Delta  Chapter  on  April  fourth,  at  the  Hotel 
Adelphia,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  It  was  a  most  successful  affair  from 
every  viewpoint.  In  ten  years  Pennsylvania  Delta  has  grown  from 
a  small,  weak  and  struggling  Chapter  to  be  one  of  the  strongest 
at  the  L^niversity  of  Pennsylvania,  and  having  a  roll  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  Alumni  and  active  members  in  good  standing, 
four  honorary  members  and  two  deceased  members.  From  this 
large  and  widely  scattered  Alumni  answers  came  from  a  majority 
that  they  would  be  on  hand  to  celebrate  the  Chapter's  founding, 
and  when  the  day  of  the  banquet  arrived,  seventy-five  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilons  were  on  hand.  The  entire  active  Chapter  was  there,  but 
the  majority  were  Alumni  members,  the  men  whose  efforts  and 
sacrifices  made  the  success  of  to-day  possible.  We  also  had  the 
honor  and  pleasure  of  having  with  us  Grand  President  Griffin  and 
Brothers  from  Norwich,  Brown,  Cornell,  Syracuse,  Delaware  and 
Jefferson.  Thus  it  was  a  really  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  affair  and 
not  merely  a  Pennsylvania  Delta  one. 

The  brothers  came  in  from  all  directions  and  the  house  was 
taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity,  but  all  were  cared  for  and  everybody 
was  happy.  It  was  a  great  big  reunion  in  every  sense  of  the  word.

Field  together,  and  saw  the  Varsity  play  "Franklin  and  Marshall 
College."

At  eight,  the  banquet  was  served  at  the  Hotel  x^delphia,  Phila- 
delphia's newest  hotel.  After  the  dinner,  and  songs  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  and  Old  Penn  had  been  sung,  toasts  were  called  for  by 
the  toastmaster,  Brother  Kelsey,  honorary,  who  acted  as  toastmaster 
in  the  absence  of  Brother  Ackley,  who  found  it  at  the  last  moment 
impossible  to  be  present.  Much  of  the  success  w^as  due  to  the 
able  manner  in  which  Brother  Kelsey  performed  his  difficult  task. 
The  following  responded  to  the  toasts:  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 
Brother  Griffin;  "Reminiscences,"  Brother  MacFarland;  **Building 
Fund,"  Brother  Watson;  "The  New  England  Alumni,"  Brother

Chapter,"  Brother  A.  Littleton. 

The  banquet  broke  up  after  midnight.  The  last  few  moments 
were  used  to  the  greatest  advantage  in  planning  to  organize  a 
Philadelphia  Alumni  Association.  A  committee  in  charge  of 
Brother  Garrett  was  appointed  and  many  present  signed  as  being 
desirous  of  membership.  After  plans  are  perfected  by  the  com- 
mittee, the  Association  will  be  formed  and  it  is  a  prediction  that 
it  will  be  second  to  none.

On   board   Peter   the   Great. 
Dear  brothers: 

I  thought  you  might  enjoy  a  letter  written  on  a  steamship  plying 
between  Piraeus,  Greece,  and  Alexandria,  Egypt,  just  now  about 
fifty  miles  southeast  of  the  Island  Crete,  Mediterranean  Sea. 

The  sky  is  clear,  but  a  stiff  breeze  is  blowing  and  the  sea  is 
rough.  ]Many  are  those  who  are  ''breakfasting  to  the  contrary." 
Fortunately,  I  have  not  yet  been  called  upon  to  make  a  contribu- 
tion to  the  Mediterranean,  and  I  have  the  leisure  to  read,  write  and 
observe. 

That  I  enjoy  my  travels  and  receive  great  profit  from  them 
you    can    imagine. 

\Mth  a  party  of  three  choice  friends,  I  am  making  the  follow- 
ing itinerary:  Innsbruck,  Venice,  "the  bride  of  the  Adriatic;" 
romantic,  Florence,  historic  Rome,  sunny  Naples,  Greece,  espe- 
cially Athens,  Egypt  (Cairo),  Palestine  (10  days),  Smyrna,  Con- 
stantinople, Budapest,  the  River  Danube,  Vienna,  Praz,  Germany, 
Berlin,  and  then  home.  A  former  trip  included  Holland,  Belgium, 
England,  France,  Switzerland  and  the  Rhire  District. 

^Many  have  been  the  sights  I  have  observed,  the  peoples  I  have 
studied,  and  the  historic  spots  I  have  visited.  Were  I  to  make  a 
list  of  the  places  I  have  visited  which  history  has  made  famous,  I 
would  have  a  very  long  one. 

How  I  have  been  thrilled  again  and  again!  When  I  first 
stepped  upon  European  shores  I  felt  I  stood  upon  hallowed  ground; 
when  I  saw  the  delicate  scenery  of  the  Shakespearian  country  I 
was  entranced.  The  majestic  Alps  kindled  my  admiration.  Paris 
I  enjoyed;  London  with  its  hundreds  of  literary  and  historic  as- 
sociations, made  alive  for  me  the  past.  Berlin  charmed  me.  Italy 
— how  shall  I  express  myself?  Who  can  adequately  describe  Flor- 
ence, with  its  wealth  of  art,  its  romance  and  charm?  And  Rome, 
eternal  Rome,  who  can  set  forth  the  emotions  which  thrill  one 
when  he  descends  into  the  catacombs  or  beholds  the  glories  of  the 
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Pantheon,  St.  Peter's  Cathedral,  and  the  Vatican  I  And  Naples — 
with  its  laughing  skies,  its  wonderful  landscapes,  sentineled  by  the 
brooding  Vesuvius  with  Pompeii  and  its  ruins  not  far  away — who 
can  adequately  picture?  I  cannot.  I  can  only  say  that  I  have 
garnered  a  measure  of  wealth,  which  will  give  me  intellectual  sus- 
tenance   throughout   the   years. 

Athens  had  a  charm  all  its  own.  The  trip  across  the  Adriatic 
from  Birndisi  to  Patros  and  then  across  Greece  to  its  capital,  was 
full  of  interest.  Standing  before  the  prison  doors  where  Socrates 
was  incarcerated,  I  mused  upon  the  life  and  works  of  that  famous 
philosopher;    among  the   ruins   of  the  Parthenon   I   conjured  up  its 
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history  and  thought  of  the  great  events  which  transpired  there; 
looking  over  the  bay  towards  Salamis,  I  thought  of  the  great  battle 
fought  there  so  decisively  centuries  ago,  and  standing  on  a  hill 
viewing  the  Attican  landscape,  I  pictured  to  myself  the  ^larathon 
races,  the  Spartan  heroes  and  Thermopylae. 

In  a  word,  my  physical  health  has 
been  strengthened,  my  intellectual  status  has  been  made  more  se- 
cure and  my  spiritual  attitude  has  been  strengthened.  I  have  felt 
my  ''indenity  shrink"  surrounded  by  such  a  wealth  of  data  as  has 
been  my  privilege  the  past  year.  Nevertheless,  I  am  more  en- 
thusiastic  than   ever   in   my   pursuit   of   knowledge. 

I  have  not  vet  heard  concerning  the  outcome  of  the  latest  con- 
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tests,  but  am  sure  my  brethren  have  given  good  account  of  them- 
selves and  have  added  to  the  stars  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  galaxy. 
And  there  are  a  number  of  such  stars  placed  there  by  such  men  as 
Lauterbach,  Xeutzman,  Xewell,  Heller,  D.  B.,  the  Hagie  brothers. 
Stone  and  others.     May  their  number  increase.

Mrginia  Epsilon  and  the  fraternity  at  large  has  been  saddened 
by  the  recent  death  of  Brother  Ernest  ^Malcolm  Myatt,  who  died 
Monday,  ]\Iarch  16th,  at  his  home  at  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
after  a  lingering  illness. 

Brother  Myatt  was  born  in  Raleigh,  March  2S,  1888,  his  famil 
being  one  of  the  most  prominent  in  that  city.  After  graduating 
with  honors  from  the  Raleigh  IMale  Academy,  he  entered  West 
Point,  progressing  well  in  his  work  there  for  nearly  two  years, 
when  lie  was  forced  by  ill  health  to  resign.  During  the  college 
year  of  1908-"09,  Brother  Myatt  attended  Wake  Forest  College,  of 
North  Carolina,  entering  Washington  and  Lee  L'niversity  as  a 
Junior  in  the  fall  of  1909.  He  was  initiated  into  Virginia  Epsilon 
September  28,  1909,  and  rapidly  became  one  of  the  chapter's  most 
popular  and  influential  men.  He  was  elected  chapter  president 
for  the  year  1911-T2,  but  the  state  of  his  health  forced  him  to 
drop  out  of  college  early  in  the  session.  Returning  the  following 
year,  Brother  Myatt  received  his  law  degree  with  the  class  of  1913. 

Brother  ]Myatt  was  universally  liked  in  the  fraternity  and  by 
the  student  body.  He  was  a  meaiber  of  the  Theta  Lambda  Phi 
Legal  Fraternity,  and  of  the  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  Society. 

In  the  death  of  Brother  Myatt,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  has  lost  one 
of  its  loyal  and  promising  members.  The  fraternity  extends  tc 
his  bereaved  family  its  sincere  sympathy,  and  is  deeply  grieved  at 
the   loss   of   its   most   worthv  brother. 


On    Sunday,   March    1,    1914,   the   sad   news   was   received   that 
Brother  Ernest  Gary,  of  Abbeville,  South  Carolina,  had  met  death 
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by    drowning    in    Reid's    pond,    near    our    chapter-house. 

At  first  the  sorrowful  news  seemed  as  a  death-blow  to  our 
hopes,  but  later,  as  we  began  to  realize  his  eternal  gain,  there 
came  a  consolation  that  our  loss  was  only  reparable  by  the  im- 
mortalization of  our  departed  brother's  life  in  our  daily  life  and 
duty.  Foremost  in  the  truth  and  earnestness  of  character,  stead- 
fast and  idealistic  in  his  devotion  to  his  associates,  he  went  from 
our  midst  among  the  spirit-sighs  of  those  to  whom  he  was  a  model 
in   friendship,  love  and  honor,   and   a  worshipful  man  among  men. 

If  there  ever  was  one  whose  life  was  pure  and  noble  and  unsel- 
fish, it  was  Brother  Ernest  Gary,  for  whose  Christian  and  highly 
respected  life  we  cannot  be  repaid.  Our  loss  is  his  gain,  in  the 
time-honored  manner  of  paying  respect,  and  in  these  simple  w^ords 
we  find  a  rest  from  the  aftermath  of  such  an  untimely  death  of  a 
brother  whose  hopes  were  ours,  whose  life  was  our  guard  and 
teacher,  and  whose  character  was  ever  ennobling  and  fruitful  of 
the  good  of  living.  To  Him  whose  power  is  all-powerful,  we  yield, 
only  seeing  that  the  almost  inevitable  thing  has  brought  glory  to 
one  of  our  number  with  the  honor  of  a  good,  pure  life,  and  by 
Him  we  are  consoled  and  comforted. 

Brother  Gary  w^as  born  December  3,  1895,  and  initiated  into 
Virginia  Epsilon  Chapter  —  <I>  E,  January  15,  1914.

A  committee  has  been  designated  to  formulate  plans  for 
a  real  live  organization.  The  field  in  Philadelphia  is  a  large  one,

1909,  1911  and  1914,  and  the  material  contained 
in  these  books  has  been  of  especial  service  to  all 
sororities  and  fraternities.  There  are  sixteen  sororities  established 
in  literary  colleges  and  their  growth  in  recent  years  has  been  re- 
markable, the  present  total  membership  of  all  sororities  for  this 
year   being    47,200. 

The  book  also  contains  valuable  information  about  the  genera' 
fraternities  for  men.  For  each  of  them  are  given  the  date  founded, 
the  institution  at  which  it  was  founded,  the  institution  in  which  it 
has  active  chapters,  its  total  membership,  its  colors  and  flower,  the 
names  of  its  publications,  with  the  years  they  were  established.  Of 
interest  to  members  of  fraternities  also  are  statistics  regarding  co- 
educational  institutions  in  which  both  sororities  and  fraternities 
are  organized.  This  book,  as  well  as  Baird's  Manuel  and  Banta's 
Greek  Exchange,  are  publications  that  should  be  found  on  the 
library  table  of  each    active  chapter  of  any  Greek  letter  society.

A  large  number  of  fraternity  men,  active  ones  mostly,  are  snob- 
bish. Is  it  true  of  our  fraternity?  Much  of  the  antagonistic  feel- 
ing toward  fraternities  at  present  is  the  direct 
Snobbishness,  result  of  the  snobbishness  of  fraternity  men.  It 
is  our  opinion  that  being  a  member  of  a  fra- 
ternity does  not  in  itself  make  any  man  superior  to  a  "barb"  or 
non-fraternity  man,  but  rather  increases  his  responsibilities  and 
places  before  him  new  and  higher  ideals  to  w^hich  he  should  aspire. 

Some  young  fellows  get  the  idea  that  when  they  are  initiated 
into  a  fraternity  that  they  have  reached  the  goal.  They  haven't. 
The  fraternity  is  no  place  for  the  selfish  man.  Its  continual  appeal 
is  to  his  generosity.  Service  is  its  keynote;  unselfishness  its  sus- 
tenance. 

Many  have  gone  out  of  college  and  many  will  continue  to  go, 
who  from  various  reasons  never  made  a   fraternity,  yet  they  would 
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have  made  better  frat  men  than  man}-  who  were  chosen.  The  non- 
fraternity  man  is  your  brother,  though  not  vested  with  the  secret 
symbols  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon.  Treat  him  as  such  if  you  respect 
your   higher   self.

ample, the  chapter  where  every  member  in  the 
chapter  is  wide  awake;  where  there  is  true  friendship;  where  there 
is  a  broad  horizon,  including  the  home,  the  college,  the  student 
body  and  humanity;  where  there  is  something  which  makes  that 
chapter  loved  and  respected  by  all — and  you  will  find  the  reason 
to  be  not  only  a  lack  of  self-interest,  but  rather,  the  radiation  of 
kindness  and  good  will  towards  all.  There  are  such  chapters  in 
everv  fraternity — just  as  there  are  such  men  in  the  world.  It  is 
not  a  difficult  ideal  to  realize — but  is  just  the  common  every-day 
principles  of  living  put  into  practice.  It  is  giving  expression  to 
the  good  that  we  know.  It  is  the  realization  that  we  are  our 
brother's  keeper.  We  believe  it  is  not  hoping  too  much  to  look  for 
more  such  individuals  and  more  such  chapters.  The  world  is  hun- 
gry for  men  of  that  type — and  if  the  fraternities,  even  in  a  small 
measure,  realize  this  ideal,  all  opposition  will  melt  away.  In  this 
manner  will  the  fraternity  question  be  settled.  Actions  speak 
louder  than   works. 
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EXCHANGES. 

The  Scroll  of  ^  \  %  has  opened  a  discussion  as  to  altruistic 
movement  by  the  fraternities.  \\'e  certainly  commend  such  a 
movement  and  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  every  fratern- 
ity will  le  engaged  in  some  work  for  the  betterment  of  those  who 
are  not  so  fortunate  as  to  wear  a  Greek-letter  pin.  The  sorori^-ies 
are  engaged  in  work  along  this  line,  and  no  reason  exists  why  the 
men's  societies  should  not  also  be  so  engaged.  If  the  fraternities 
as  a  whole  cannot  enter  upon  some  line  of  work,  surely  the  indi- 
vidual chapter  can  find  something  in  this  line  at  its  particular 
college  upon  which  to  center  its  attentions  and  to  give  its  aid.  We 
quote  nearly   all   of    The   Scroll's  editorial: 

'Tn  what  altruistic  work  would  it  be  practical  for  Phi 
Delta  Theta  to  engage?  This  subject  has  long  been  in  our 
mind,  and  we  have  decided  to  open  a  discussion  of  it  in 
The  Scroll.  We  firmly  believe  that  if  fraternities  were 
actively  engaged  in  helping  other  persons  as,  well  as  their 
own  members  they  would  to-day  be  regarded  with  much 
more  favor  than  they  are  by  the  college  world  and  by  the 
public  generally.  Members  of  fraternities  realize  the  bene- 
fits which  they  derive  from  the  brotherhoods — in  the  friend- 
ships that  are  formed  by  intimate  associations  and  common 
interest,  in  the  influences  which  emphasize  the  importance 
of  high  moral  standards,  and  in  tiie  constant  stimulus  to  in- 
tellectual improvement.  But  it  must  be  confessed  that  fra-  - 
ternities  are  doing  practically  nothing  for  the  benefit  of 
those  who  do  not  belong  to  them. 

'Ts  it  not  time  that  fraternities  should  more  broadly  in- 
terpret the  v.-ord  fraternity/  Are  not  fraternities  now  too 
much  self-centered,  are  they  not  absorbed  in  their  own  in- 
terests, and  are  they  not  to  a  great  extent  indift"erent  to 
those  who  are  on  the  outside?  We  do  not  want  to  make 
dogmatic  statements,  but  it  seems  that  fraternities  have  be- 
fore them  a  wide  field  of  usefulness  which  has  heretofore 
been  almost  uncultivated.     We  believe  that  the  o])ligation  of 
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service  rests  upon  members  of  the  fraternity,  service  not  only 
for  one  another  in  the  brotherhood,  but  service  for  the 
large  number  outside.  The  spirit  of  service  is  the  spirit  of 
the  age.  Nothing  is  more  significant  than  the  growth  of  this 
unselfish  spirit  during  the  closing  years  of  the  last  century 
and  the  opening  years  of  this  century.  The  whole  civilized 
world  is  affected  by  this  uplift  movement,  and  vast  agencies 
are  at  work  for  the  betterment  of  humanity. 

"What  part  of  this  work  for  the  general  good  of  man- 
kind will  be  done  by  fraternities?  We  believe  that  the 
time  is  past  when  fraternities  can  escape  criticism  if  they  do 
not  prove  by  their  works  that  they  too  have  altruistic  pur- 
poses. If  they  restrict  their  activities  to  their  ow^n  inter- 
ests, the  world  will  have  little  respect  for  them,  little  tolera- 
tion for  them.  It  is  time,  we  belive,  that  they  should 
broaden  their  policies,  so  as  to  show  to  all  the  world  that 
fraternity  does  not  have  a  restricted  meaning,  applying  to 
a  chosen  iew.  They  should  show  that  they  have  no  desire 
to  evade  social  responsibility,  that  they  too  are  animated  by 
generous  impulses,  and  that  they  will  do  their  full  share  in 
helping  those  who  need  sympathy,  encouragement  and  aid. 
They  should  show  by  their  practices  that  they  too  feel  the 
obligation  of  unselfish  service,  the  mighty  impulse  of  which 
on  modern  society  sweeps  around  the  world. 

"What  can  Phi  Delta  Theta  do  for  the  benefit  of  others? 
We  shall  be  glad  to  have  this  inquiry  considered  and  to 
publish  suggestions  on  the  subject.  W^e  have  reflected  on 
the  matter  carefully  and  at  length,  and  it  now  appears  to  us 
that  a  orood  beginning  can  be  made  by  chapters  establishing 
scholarships  for  the  benefit  of  needy  and  deserving  students. 
Such  a  plan  we  believe  would  appeal  to  the  generosity  as 
well  as  to  the  imagination  of  college  men.  It  would  perhaps 
be  impracticable  for  a  fraternity  to  organize  a  movement 
for  the  uplift  of  the  masses  that  are  not  connected  with 
collegiate  institutions,  but  for  this  class  there  are  many 
agencies   already  at  work.      In  all  colleges,  however,  there 
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are  students  of  great  ambition  and  fine  promise  who  are  too 
poor  to  belong  to  fraternities  and  can  hardly  find  the  means 
to  continue  their  courses  to  graduation.  How  great  would 
be  the  pride  of  members  of  a  chapter  if  it  were  giving  aid 
to  worthy  students  who,  contending  against  adversity,  were 
bravely  trying  to  equip  themselves  better  for  future  use- 
fulness to  society.  This  would  involve  some  self-denial, 
some  sacrifice,  but  what  a  satisfaction  it  would  be  to  the 
members  individually ! 

"Certainly  such  a  programme  can  be  adopted  by  chapters 
which  have  finished  or  nearly  finished  paying  for  their 
houses.  When  the  mortgages  are  paid  or  reduced  to  small 
amounts,  the  up-keep  cost  of  the  houses  will  be  small,  and 
the  propriety  of  giving  rooms  rent  free  is  doubtful.  We  be- 
lieve that  in  most  chapters  there  are  many  members  who 
would  be  glad  to  contribute  to  scharship  funds,  and  who 
would  promise  to  make  stated  contributions  monthly,  vary- 
ing in  amount  according  to  their  means.  At  institutions 
where  no  tuition  fees  are  charged  chapters  can  establish 
student  loan  funds,  for  the  temporary  assistance  of  needy 
and  w^orthy  students,  who  will  obligate  themselves  to  repay 
the  loans  within  a  year  or  two  after  leaving  college." 


"If  a  better  field  for  endeavor  than  the  establishment  of  scholar- 
ship or  student  aid  funds  can  be  found,  we  shall  welcome  the  sug- 
gestion, but  we  want  to  see  the  altruistic  spirit,  which  we  know  our 
brothers  feel,  manifest  itself  in  practical  ways.  The  adoption  of  an 
altruistic  programme  would  be  a  glorious  policy  for  Phi  Delta  Theta. 
Let  the  purposes  of  the  Bond  be  extended  to  benefit  those  who  have 
not  lived  under  its  influence.  Let  us,  like  true  men  and  true  Phis, 
shoulder  our  share  of  social  responsibility  and  perform  our  part  in 
the  work  of  the  world,  which  consists  not  only  in  improving  our  own 
opportunities  for  personal  reasons,  but  in  efforts  to  help,  on  broad 
humanitarian  grounds,  those  who  do  not  have  the  advantages  which 
we  enjoy.     Let  us  help  the  other  fellow.     We  believe  that  this  propo- 
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sition,  if  it  were  adopted  by  the  chapters  or  by  the  general  Fraternity, 
would  meet  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  alumni  and  would  re- 
ceive from  them  liberal  support." 


We  believe  in  local  Pan-Hellenics,  and  the  following  clipping 
from  The  Caduceus  of  K  S  gives  forcible  expression  to  our  views — 
so  much  so  that  we  desire  each  member  of  our  fraternity,  and  par- 
ticularly the  active  member,  to  read  it,   and  to  act  on  it: 

"You  may  as  well  recognize  the  fact  that  unless  there  is 
fraternity  regulation  there  will  be  faculty  regulation  sooner 
or  later.  In  many  institutions  it  is  to-day  a  question  of 
which  shall  assert  regulation  first,  with  the  indications  that 
in  some  places  Pan-Hellenic  action  will  be  accepted  and 
supported,  in  other  places  it  is  perhaps  already  too  late  for 
the  fraternities  to  retain  control  over  the  question  of  rush- 
ing and  pledging  and  initiating,  questions  primarily  their 
own  to  regulate.  It  is  unquestionablly  true  that  this  pri- 
mary control  would  never  have  come  into  question  had  there 
never  been  abuse  of  the  privilege,  with  the  resultant  harm. 
There  is  a  great  and  abundant  work  for  the  college  frater- 
nity, the  love  of  which  is  grafted  into  the  natures  of  men; 
but  there  have  been  mistakes  made,  as  in  all  organizations 
of  human  origin  or  control.  These  mistakes  will  have  to  be 
corrected  and  conditions  improved.  United  action  can  do 
the  cleansing,  the  curing. 

"Fraternities  have  got  to  get  together  and  work  together 
in  common  fairness  and  manliness,  or  plead  guilty  to  the 
accusations  made  by  the  antis.  If  you  don't  do  so  your 
downfall  is  surely  and  inevitably  coming.  If  you  cannot 
do  so,  it  ouo;ht  to  come." 


This  is  the  day  when  efficiency  in  every  line  of  endeavor  is 
called  for,  and  we  need  it  in  our  chapters,  too.  The  ideals  of  our 
fraternity  cannot  be  properly  instilled  into  our  members  unless  the 
chapter   be    efficient.      The    following   excerpt    from   the   Alpha   Phi 
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Quarterly  gives  some  splendid  ideas  of  what  chapter  efficiency  con- 
sists, or  rather  what  an  efficient  chapter  is: 

''The  chapter  that  is  efficient  in  the  truest  sense  seeks  to 
develop  in  three  definite  and  important  directions  the  ideal, 
the  practical  and  the  social/' 


"The  efficient  chapter  regards  its  practical  problems, 
albeit  ofttimes  tedious  and  arduous  in  the  solving,  as  splen- 
did training  for  wider  activity  later,  beyond  the  academic 
years.  It  keeps  the  routine  business  up-to-date  and  well 
in  hand  and  performs  all  its  work-a-day  duties  not  only 
creditably  but  in  the  best  fashion. 

"Every  chapter  realizes  the  importance  of  its  share  in 
the  life  of  the  college  w'here  it  has  its  home.  There  must 
it  justify  its  existence.  The  efficient  chapter  fosters  among 
its  members  ardent  loyalty  to  their  Alma  ]\Iater  and  calls 
upon  them  to  give  to  her  their  fullest  service.  It  realizes 
that  in  the  contact  of  the  many  lies  one  of  the  largest  gains 
of  the  four  years'  study  and  so  encourages  friendships  and 
interests  without  its  limits.  And  never  are  the  members 
allowed  to  lose  their  desire  to  gain  the  very  best  in  thought 
and  learning  during  their  college  course. 

"All  three,  ideal,  practical  and  social,  are  so  closely  in- 
termingled as  to  be  hardly  parted.  To  help  it  in  its  aims, 
the  active  chapter  does  well  to  keep  in  close  and  intimate 
touch  with  its  alumnae  that  it  may  have  the  profit  of  their 
older  wisdom,  experienced  advice  and  seasoned  under- 
standing." 


Now  that  many  faculties  are  passing  regulations  to  govern  fra- 
ternities, co-operation  between  the  fraternity  chapter  and  the  faculty 
is  an  important  question.  Both  should  work  together  for  the  ac- 
complishment of  the  fraternity's  aims  and  purposes.  In  fact,  a 
close  friendship  between  the  two  is  most  desirable.     We  give  below 
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two  dippings  from  other  fraternity  journals  advocating  such  co- 
operation and  friendship.  The  first  is  from  The  Scroll  of  <I)  A  0, 
and  is  as  follows: 

"There  is  a  plan  that  has  been  used  at  Amherst  with 
very  good  results,  and  that  is  to  get  to  know  the  faculty  as 
well  as  possible  in  a  purely  personal  way.  This,  we  claim, 
is  the  best  advantage  of  the  small  college  over  the  much 
larger  universities.  The  plan  is  to  invite  some  professor  to 
the  house  once  a  week.  We  usually  do  it  after  the  chapter 
meetings  on  Tuesday  night.  Get  the  chairs  arranged  in  a 
semi-circle,  serve  a  little  refreshment  in  the  line  of  ginger 
ale  and  crackers,  and  then  start  talking  to  the  professor  on 
his  own  pet  theme  or  take  one  of  the  live  topics  of  the  day. 
"If  you  have  not  already  done  this,  you  will  soon  change 
your  opinion  in  regard  to  college  professors.  You  will  find 
them  interested  in  the  big  things  of  the  day,  things  that  are 
worth  while.  In  a  little  while  you  will  find  that  you  have 
to  keep  up  to  your  keenest  intellectual  ability  in  order  to 
follow  their  thoughts  and  arguments.  In  this  way  you  get 
a  training  that  can  come  only  through  the  best  conversa- 
tion. You  will  find  after  a  while  that  you  have  grafted 
some  of  their  own  personality  into  your  own,  and  that  you 
yourself  begin  to  look  at  your  college  course  from  a  differ- 
ent point  of  view  and  begin  to  take  an  interest  in  the  things 
that  were  worth  while. 

'•There  is  another  point  on  this  question,  and  that  is  the 
recent  attempted  legislation  against  fraternities  in  the  Mid- 
dle \Axst.  Now  when  the  legislators,  who  to  a  large  extent 
are  not  college  men,  or  who  have  lost  touch  almost  alto- 
gether with  their  colleges,  come  to  investigate  this  question 
the  natural  source  for  their  information  is  the  faculty,  and 
if  you  have  had  this  co-operation  with  the  faculty,  their 
answers  to  the  questions  will  be,  and  justly  so,  that  the 
fraternities  are  of  a  great  help  to  the  faculty  and  to  the 
students."

And  the  second  is  from   Tke  Angelos  of  K  A,  and  is  as  follows 

"How  do  you  regard  the  faculty  of  your  college?  Are 
thev  merely  professors  or  are  they  your  friends?  ^lake 
them  your  friends  I  Discuss  your  proljlems  with  them  and 
invite  their  criticism  of  fraternity  life  in  general  and  your 
own  chapter  in  particular.  We  need  some  one  to  kindly 
point  out  our  failings.  You  have  your  faculty  advisers,  it 
is  true,  but  every  one  has  a  different  view-point,  and  it  is  to 
your  advantage  to  see  yourself  from  every  possible  angle. 
In  gaining  a  friend  for  yourself  you  may  also  gain  one  for 
your  fraternity.  In  these  troublous  times  every  staunch 
friend  is  as  so  much  ammunition  stored  up  for  future  use. 
The  more  numerous  our  faculty  friends,  the  safer  our  posi- 
tion in  the  colleg;es." 


ARE  YOU  A  THIEF? 

"No,  you  would  not  pick  the  pocket  of  a  brother  in 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  nor  the  pocket  of  anybody  else,  we 
trust;  nor  would  you  rummage  through  his  bureau  for  a 
dress  shirt  without  at  least  an  honest  intention  of  return- 
ing the  same.  You  would  resent  with  righteous  indigna- 
tion the  charge  that  you  were  a  thief  in  any  sense.  But  hold 
on  a  moment.  Do  }-ou  never  drop  into  a  Ijrother's  room  with 
no  object  on  earth  except  to  chat  and  1)e  sociable,  when  you 
are  well  aware  that  he  was  making  a  real  attempt  to  do  some 
much  needed  studying  when  you  interrupted  him?  Well, 
that  is  theft.  It  is  taking  something  to  which  you  have  no 
right  and  which  another  needs.  In  college,  if  anywhere  in 
the  world,  time  is  money  and  is  not  to  l^e  stolen  or  wasted. 

''And  do  you  never  thump  on  the  piano  or  knock  around 
the  pool  balls  when  you  know  very  well  that  there  are  a 
dozen  fellows  up  stairs  whom  you  are  preventing  from  con- 
centrating their  attention  on  their  books?  That  is  making 
the  theft  a  dozen  times  greater.  If  you  do  not  like  the 
word    "theft,"'    call    it   lack   of   efficiencv   in   the    svstem    of 
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running  the  chapter  house.  And  "efficiency"  among  a  band 
of  brothers  who  occupy  a  college  home  together  should  be 
as  significant  a  word  as  it  has  come  to  be  in  the  business 
world.  But  call  it  what  you  will,  if  you  only  make  a  change 
for  the  better.  Do  not  let  the  freedom  of  chapter  house  life 
degenerate  into  license  in  the  use  of  time,  and  especially  in 
using  the  time  of  others.  Think  it  over.'" — The  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  Quarterly. 


Most  probably  one  of  the  questions  which  will  come  before  our 
next  Conclave  for  discussion  is  the  formation  of  alumni  clubs  or 
associations.  The  active  chapters  can  do  much  to  foster  fraternitv 
spirit  among  the  alumni,  and  here  are  some  suggestions,  taken  from 
The  Scroll  of  $  A  0,  by  which  the  active  chapter  and  the  alumni 
can  work  together  with  profit: 

'Tn stead  of  having  a  down  town  meeting  place  where 
they  may  gather  together,  they  use  the  chapter  house.  \\^hen 
they  come,  they  are  made  welcome,  and  since  we  manage  to 
have  them  drop  in  often  they  know  all  the  men  in  the  house, 
both  older  and  younger  men. 

'"But  we  do  not  leave  it  entirely  to  our  alumni  them- 
selves to  take  the  initiative  about  frequenting  the  house. 
If  we  have  a  smoker  or  any  kind  of  party  for  rushing  pur- 
pose, a  freshman  is  detailed  to  phone  every  alumnus  in  the 
city  so  that  they  may  all  be  invited.  This  is  also  done  in 
the  case  of  initiations,  and  the  result  is  that  we  usually 
have  quite  a  number  of  our  alumni  in  at  such  a  time,  and 
it  adds  greatly  to  the  success  of  the  evening."" 


"Quite  often  we  know  that  at  our  next  meeting  we  will 
discuss  some  subject  in  which  the  alumni  may  be  better  in- 
formed than  we  are.  If  there  is  any  particular  man  who  is 
especially  suited  to  advise  us  in  the  matter,  he  is  urged  to 
be  on  hand.     Such  things  keep  the  affairs  of  the  active  chap- 
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ter  constantly  before  the  alumni  and  serve  to  strengthen 
their  interest  in  the  fraternity. 

"In  the  summer  time  our  rushing  committee  communi- 
cates with  every  member  of  our  alumni,  asking  him  to  no- 
tify us  of  any  material  that  may  be  coming  down  to  the 
university. 

•'Besides  these  letters  of  the  rushing  committee  we  send 
out  a  circular  letter  to  our  alumni  every  month.  We  try 
to  be  most  careful  about  these  letters  and  strive  to  make 
them  as  interesting  and  personal  as  we  possibly  can.  We 
tell  them  the  college  news  and  anything  of  interest  which 
has  occurred  around  the  house.  These  letters  are  not  mere 
perfunctory  affairs,  but  contain  the  news  a  man  who  has 
been  away  several  years  would  like  to  know.  Every  alum- 
nus is  urged  to  answer  these  letters  and  many  of  them  do." 

Put  some  of  these  suggestions  into  practice,  and  discuss  with 
your  alumni  their  desires  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  alumni 
clubs  and  organizations,  and  come  before  the  next  Conclove  with 
definite  plans,   showing  just  what  your  "old  grads"   want. 


We    are   heartily   in    accord    with    every   word    of   the    following 
from   The  Record  of  2AE: 

"This  line  of  thought  suggests  a  splendid  idea  adopted  by 
several  chapters  in  the  fraternity,  namely,  the  Chapter 
Mother,  whose  duty  it  is  to  look  after  the  house  and  the 
boys.  A  woman's  influence  is  always  good,  especially  such 
as  we  have  met  in  those  chapters  where  the  plan  has  already 
been  adopted.  There,  the  question  of  neatness  is  less  bother- 
some; the  matter  of  gentlemanly  conduct  is  more  the  rule; 
the  language  and  general  chapter  atmosphere  is  purer  and 
more  wholesome.  We  should  like  to  see  more  of  our  chap- 
ters adopt  this  plan  of  the  Chapter  ^lother." 


Is  your  chapter  work  running  smoothly?     Are  you  carrying  out 
to  the  letter  the  program  that  you  made  for  this  year,  and  will  the 
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year  come  to  a  close  with  every  item  of  the  program  marked  com- 
pleted? If  not,  the  following  clipping  from  The  Star  and  Lamp 
of   n  K  $   may  give   the   reason : 

"Who  runs  your  chapter?  The  officers  or  the  members? 
Neither  should.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  officers  to  run  the  ma- 
chinery and  you  to  act  the  part  of  the  machinery.  This 
means  that  every  man  must  do  his  share  of  the  work.  No 
such  thing  as  laziness  should  prevail  among  the  members 
when  it  comes  to  chapter  matters.     How  about  it?" 


Under  the  heading,  "Sportmanship  in  Rushing,"  the  Alpha  Phi 
Quarterly  prints  the  following  items,  and  as  they  are  well  worth 
the  attention  of  every  active  fraternity  man  or  woman,  we  reproduce 
them  here.     The  first  is: 

"The  true  calibre  of  a  fraternity  is  nowhere  more  plainly 
shown  than  during  the  rushing  season,  when  'Greek  meets 
Greek.'  Fair  and  square  competition  for  pledges  has  in  it 
the  fascinating  element  of  chance  that  most  of  us  enjoy,  yet 
how  unpleasant  the  rushing  season  becomes  if  that  competi- 
tion lacks  true  sportsmanship. 

"Good  sportsmanship  in  rushing  means  several  things. 
First  of  all,  we  must  as  members  of  the  Pan-Hellenic  abide 
implicity  by  its  rules,  and  be  loyal  to  the  spirit  of  that  or- 
ganization which  seeks  to  create  a  sense  of  unity  and  good 
feeling  among  fraternities.  To  live  up  to  the  letter  of  its 
rules  is  an  important  item,  yet  to  be  imbued  with  a  spirit 
of  loyalty  toward  its  aim  and  success  is  more  important;  for 
the  stronger  the  Pan-Hellenic  spirit  the  fewer  are  the  rules 
necessary. 

"Sportsmanship  is  very  clearly  demonstrated  in  the  tak- 
ing of  defeat  and  victory.  Success  is  often  a  better  test  of 
character  than  failure,  and  the  fraternity  that  flaunts  its  vic- 
tories before  its  less  fortunate  Greeks  shows  miserable  spirit; 
while  to  accept  success  gracefully  and  to  admit  honest  defeat 
frankly,  with  malice  toward  none,  is  to  be  truly  sportsman- 
like. 
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"Tn  the  hurry  of  a  short  rushing  season,  rushincj;  is  apt 
to  be  overdone  and  the  fraternity  to  think  only  of  its  side 
of  the  question,  forgetting  the  rushee's  point  of  view.  To 
rush  a  girl  furiously  for  a  time  and  then  to  drop  her 
abruptly  when  she  is  found  undesirable,  or  to  cease  atten- 
tion when  she  is  pledged,  puts  the  ideals  of  a  fraternity  in  a 
bad  light  and  makes  that  freshman  doubt  the  sincerity  and 
genuineness  of  the  college  fraternity  girl.  Let  us,  as  fol- 
lowers of  the  ideal  of  Alpha  Phi,  be  ever  loyal,  fair  and 
sincere  to  our  fraternity,  our  Pan-Hellenic,  and  our  rushes. 
Let  them  see  us  as  genuine,  rule-abiding,  broad-minded  col- 
lege friends,  making  no  boasts  of  the  happiness  to  be  found 
in  fraternity  life,  but  showing  in  our  rushing  and  in  our 
attitude  what  Alpha  Phi  really  stands  for."' 

And   the    second   is: 

'Tf  ever  there  is  need  of  good  sportsmanship  it  is  in 
rushing — certainly  a  time  that  tries  men's  souls.  There 
are  two  fundamental  ideas  which  must  be  kept  in  mind  at 
this  strenuous  period,  the  first  and  foremost  being  to  adhere 
strictly  to  the  rules  yourself.  This  does  not  only  mean  car- 
rying out  the  letter  of  the  law  as  set  down  by  Pan-Hellenic, 
but  it  includes  that  all  embracing  maxim  of  doing  unto 
others  as  you  would  have  others  do  unto  you.  There  are 
numerous  little  points  concerning  which  nothing  definite  can 
be  set  down,  so  it  rests  with  the  individual  to  choose  the  fair 
course  of  action. 

"The  second  element  of  good  sportsmanship  consists  in 
faith  that  others  desire  to  be  equally  as  upright  and  honor- 
able as  you.  There  must  be  a  willingness  to  give  and  take, 
to  look  and  overlook.  It  is  easy  to  imagine  that  others  are 
overstepping  the  bounds  and  if  exception  were  taken  to  every 
move  that  looked  suspicious,  there  would  1je  little  peace  of 
mind.  Thus  it  is  necessary  not  only  to  respect  and  act  ac- 
cording to  the  rules  yourself,  but  to  take  it  for  granted  that 
others  will  do  the  same,'' 
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Here    is    a    suggestion    for    chapter    discipline,    clipped    from    an 
article  in  The  Record  of  2  A  E: 

"This  is  where  the  chapter  can  work  wonders.  ^Nlake  it 
known  that  work  comes  before  play.  That  the  chapter 
house  is  not  a  house  of  luxury  but  a  home  for  men  who  de- 
sire to  work  and  make  good.  Look  after  the  studiousness 
of  your  members.  We  are  here  to  train  our  minds.  Let  us 
adopt  rules  whereby  the  chapter  house  is  provided  with  an 
efficient  system  of  work,  with  definite  hours  for  study  and 
recreation,  a  limit,  if  necessary,  to  the  number  of  social  en- 
gagements— the  appointments  of  some  husky  jjrother  who 
will  see  that  these  rules  are  rigidh'  enforced." 


From  The  Caduceus  of  K  S  we  have  taken  the  following.  It  is 
very  similar  to  ideas  we  haA'e  expressed  in  this  department  in  pre- 
vious issues,  but  the  repetition  of  a  good  point  is  merely  emphasis, 
and  no  apology  is  needed: 

"What  we  need  to  do  is  to  put  fraternalism  to  better  use. 
No  worthy  man  ever  hated  another  for  being  truly  fraternal. 
Demonstrate  that  within  the  portals  of  your  fraternity  you 
have  learned  to  love  your  fellowman.  and  your  chapter  will 
not  merit  nor  receive  antagonism.  No  better  way  to  mani- 
fest this  could  be  found  than  by  the  fraternities  at  ^Mercer 
Lniversity  and  other  institutions  turning  their  attention  to 
cultivating  friendly  relations  with  the  nons  of  the  student 
body.  Entertaining  one  another  is  well,  but  entertaining  the 
other  fellow  is  better.  There  are  many  good  men  among 
the  nons,  and  those  you  esteem  not  so  good  would  be  better 
by  a  little  cultivation  and  a  more  wholesome  and  generous 
regard.  And  you  would  be  better  also,  for  Avithout  this 
spirit  of  good-will  to  mankind  you  have  failed  to  learn  the 
first  lesson  vour  fraternitv  has  endeavored  to  inculcate."' 


That  the  fraternities  must  conduct  a  campaign  of  education  has 
alreadv  been  conceded,  and  efforts  to  that  end  have  been  progressing 
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with  some  degree  of  satisfaction.  The  editorial  reproduced  below, 
which  appeared  in  The  TomahaiL^k  of  A  —  <I>  and  was  eneitled  '"The 
Hands  of  Esau,''  is  to  the  point: 

"Fraternally  speaking,  we  are  once  in  a  while  inclined 
to  be  cynical.  Not  very  long  ago  a  fraternity  man  told  us 
that  he  did  not  believe  in  fraternities,  because  he  felt  in  prac- 
tice that  they  were  undemocratic  and  hence  bad.  It  seems 
that  he  joined  because  he  felt  that  the  set  in  which  he  moved 
demanded  that  he  wear  a  fraternity  badge.  And  so  he  ac- 
cepted a  bid  and  a  pin,  which  became,  according  to  our  way 
of  looking  at  it,  not  a  badge  of  honor,  but  a  badge  of  dis- 
honor. 

"Let  us  educate  the  public,  and  particularly  prospective 
college  men,  as  to  what  fraternities  really  are.  If  we  are 
nothing  more  than  a  sellish  bunch  of  snobs  banded  together 
not  for  any  real  reason  of  friendship  or  fellowship  or 
brotherly  love  toward  one  another,  but  just  for  sordid  self- 
preservation,  a  bunch  of  social  guerillas,  why  let's  disband 
right  away.  But  if  we  are  what  we  think  we  are,  then  let's 
conduct  a  campaign  of  education;  let's  conduct  a  little  fra- 
ternity propaganda.  Let's  tell  the  truth  about  ourselves. 
"Let's  have  a  truth-telling  day  and  all  do  it  at  once. 

"Optimistically  speaking  now,  we  are  making  progress 
though.  This  idea  of  not  initiating  freshmen  is  a  splendid 
one.  Not  only  does  it  give  us  a  chance  to  find  out  the  truth 
about  the  men  who  may  become  our  fraternity  brothers,  but 
it  gives  the  freshman  a  chance  to  find  out  the  truth  about  us. 
Certainly,  no  fraternity  wants  a  man  who  joins  for  a  pin. 
How  pathetic  that  is — and  how  hypocritic.  'The  voice  is  the 
voice  of  Jacob,  but  the  hands  are  the  hands  of  Esau."  " 


A  LITTLE  SERMON  ON  WORK. 

"Every  young  man  should  get  a  "hitch"  upon  the  world. 
He  should  have  a  wholesome  attitude  toward  life,  and  espe- 
cially toward  those  parts  of  his  own  life  that  touch  his  work 
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and  his  pleasures.  At  the  beginning  of  his  career — every 
college  man  should  have  a  career  in  view — he  should  learn 
when  to  play  and  when  to  pray,  when  to  dream  and  when  to 
toil.  In  the  making  of  a  well-rounded  man  all  of  these 
qualities  should  have  place;  but  none  should  be  exaggerated 
or  be  exclusive  of  the  others,  nor  should  any  of  them  have 
untimely  occasion  for  its  exhibition.  The  young  man  who 
seeks  pleasure  and  neglects  work  is  like  the  unharnessed 
moustang  that  gallops  wildly  over  the  illimitable  plain. 

'Tt  is  natural  for  youth  to  be  virile,  exuberant, 'enthusias- 
tic, even  hilarious  at  times.  Herein  lies  the  charm  of  youth, 
that  it  is  surprising,  care-free,  inconsistent,  original,  resource- 
ful, grotesque.  But  there  is  no  charm  in  indecency  and  vul- 
garity; there  is  no  charm  in  flippancy  and  irreverence. 

"This  old  world  of  ours  has  wagged  along  for  many  a 
day.  Men  have  come  and  gone,  babbling  like  the  brook, 
to  their  graves.  But  youth  has  ever  made  hazardous  and  dis- 
putable times  joyous  and  livable.  Age  mollifies,  exaggerates, 
glorifies  and  becomes  somniferous.  Youth  is  hopeful  and 
fearless,  resourceful  and  propulsive.  When  youth  and  age 
are  adequately  and  proportionately  mixed  there  comes  hap- 
piness and  mutual  profit.  Then  human  activities  fall  into 
their  just  and  harmonious  proportions.  Youth  to  me  is  ad- 
mirable and  lovable;  old  age  may  be  equally  so,  if  an  ad- 
mirable life  leads  up  to  it. 

"This  article  is  written  especially  for  the  young  brother 
in  0  A  X.  It  is  written  out  of  the  experiences  that  have  come 
through  years  in  which  work  and  pleasures  have  taught 
their  lessons  of  related  adjustment.  In  these  experiences 
this  truth  has  been  found  axiomatic:  The  man  who  works 
has  a  right  to  the  relaxations  of  pleasures.  The  man  who 
enjoys  his  pleasures  is  under  dominant  obligation  to  work. 
But  this  w^orld  w-as  never  created  to  minister  largely  to  the 
pleasure  of  any  man.  The  determining  factors  in  a  man's 
life  are  not  his  pleasures,  but  his  work.  The  attitude  that  a 
man  assumes  towards  his  task  reveals  his  quality,  differen- 
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tiates  his  position,  decides  with  fine  discrimination  whether 
he  is  a  success  or  a  failure.  The  world's  judgments  declare 
with  clarion  effrontery  one's  place  among  his  fellows.  They 
form  his  reputation.  Too  often  reputation  is  a  lie,  founded 
upon  incomplete  and  insufficient  knowledge.  A  man's  self- 
judgments  speak  in  the  still  small  voices  of  the  night,  but 
furnish  the  true  criterion  for  self-measurement,  because  self- 
deception  is  impossible.  Neither  in  this  world  nor  in  the 
world  to  come  can  a  man  escape  from  himself.  Though 
one  seek  his  abiding  place  in  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth, 
his  self  will  go  with  him  to  commend  or  condemn.  Reputa- 
tion may  be  all  awry,  but  character  is  fundamental,  abid- 
ing— satisfying  if  it  is  good,  damnable  if  it  is  bad. 

'AMiat  word  have  I  for  the  young  man,  seeking  to  mix  in 
due  proportion  his  pleasures  and  his  work?  Have  your  fun, 
but  do  your  task !  Held  yourself  earnestly,  insistently,  ever- 
lastingly, to  your  toil.  Learn  that  a  good  job  will  separate 
itself  from  a  bad  man.  Learn  that  your  own  spontaneous 
judgments  are  the  better  part  of  your  nature,  and  are  to  be 
implicitly  trusted.  \Mien  the  laggard  clouds  cumulate  upon 
your  horizon,  when  unworthy  influences  seem  to  have  cap- 
tured your  destiny,  making  the  heart  timid  and  despondent, 
learn  then  that  the  morrow's  sunrise  may  bring  the  'hitch' 
upon  the  good  things  of  life,  to  attain  which  you  have  sought 
the  vantage  that  education  gives. 

Life  here  has  its  adjustments  and  compensations,  and 
these  surely  come,  often  overwhelmingly,  to  the  man  who 
courageously  and  completely  faces  his  task.  Success  is  a  coy 
maiden,  but  she  smiles  sweetly  upon  and  compellingly  em- 
braces i'^e  youth  who  has  an  object  in  life,  and  holds  himself 
resolutely  to  its  accomplishment.  Work  is  'luck,'  and  work 
alone.  Above  all  things,  know  yourself  to  yourself  as  a 
man  who  trusts  to  his  work  to  tell  the  story  of  his  character. 
Being  a  true  man,  you  will  be  sufficient  unto  yourself,  how- 
ever tardy  and  grudging  the  world  may  be  in  granting  its  re- 
ward.    Being  a  true  man  in  this  world  of  personal  inequali- 
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ties,  you  will  know  yourself  to  be  a  prince — verily  a  prince 
in  the  royal  house  of  0AX!"' — Homer  De  Wilton  Brookins, 
in  The  Shield  of  S  \X. 


The  following,   from   The  Record  of  1!  A  E,  needs  no  comment 

"We  do  not  wish  to  be  pessimistic  about  the  thing,  but 
we  must  confess  that  the  appearance  of  the  average  chapter 
house  is  not  anything  to  be  proud  of.  Some  chapters  evi- 
dently think  it  a  mark  of  manliness  to  be  indifferent  to  order 
and  neatness.  Yet,  these  same  chapters  would  howl  most 
indignantly  if  they  were  charged  with  being  what  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  house  would  seem  to  indicate.  How  impor- 
tant then  it  is  to  avoid  the  appearance  of  that  which  is  not 
true.  It  is  just  as  easy  to  be  orderly  as  otherwise.  For,  if 
the  same  effort  exerted  to  be  disorderly  were  directed  in  the 
opposite  direction,  a  different  result  would  be  obtained.  This 
may  seem  like  a  trivial  thing — but  let  us  hope  it  is  not 
asking  too  much  for  the  chapters  to  maintain  order  and  neat- 
ness— and,  if  necessary,  use  the  bath  tub  for  the  wilful  and 
persistent  violator." 


A  recent  issue  of  The  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Quarterly  contained 
an  address  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Hughes,  president  of  Miami  University, 
on  "The  Right  of  College  Fraternities  to  Exist  in  a  State-Sup- 
ported Institution,"  and  from  it  we  have  quoted  below  two  of  his 
points   and   some  of  the  argument  thereon: 

"While  the  right  of  fraternities  to  exist  in  State-supported 
institutions  has  been  questioned  in  different  quarters  within 
recent  years,  I  am  fully  convinced  that  they  have  such  a 
right  and  are  in  no  way  out  of  place  in  a  State-supported  in- 
stitution. My  feeling  in  this  matter  is  based  on  two  grounds. 
In  the  first  place,  the  State-supported  institution  is  pre- 
sumably preparing  men  and  women  for  life  in  the  world  as 
it  is,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  conditions  of  life  in  the 
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university  should  be  different  from  the  conditions  in  the 
world.  Men  and  women  in  all  grades  of  society  and  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  club  together  naturally  in  social  groups 
within  which  certain  customs,  social  habits,  moral  ideals, 
are  maintained.  The  social  life  of  practically  all  people  cen- 
ters around  or  radiates  from  some  social  group  of  which  they 
are  members.  It  may  be  a  church,  a  lodge,  a  labor  union,  a 
club,  but  such  some  group  is  a  very  large  factor  in  the  social 
life  of  nearly  every  man  or  woman.  This  being  the  case,  it 
would  seem  only  natural  that  young  men  and  women  in  col- 
leges and  also  in  State-supported  colleges  and  universities 
should  be  moved  1)y  the  same  natural  impulses,  and  should 
tend  to  form  social  groups  of  their  own  liking  with  the  ideals, 
ambitions,  and  aims  common  to  college  students. 

'Tt  is  also  natural  that  the  more  aggressive,  the  leaders, 
the  men  and  women  of  greater  initiative  should  be  generally 
found  in  these  groups.  In  other  words,  if  they  are  not  taken 
in  to  already  existing  groups  they  naturally  collect  about 
themselves  some  other  energetic  personalities  and  form  one 
of  their  own.  This  without  question  results  in  certain  social 
prestige,  certain  social  advantages,  and  also  in  many  cases 
certain  political  advantages  in  college  life  to  the  members 
of  these  organizations. 

"The  fact  that  these  organizations  are  in  the  nature  of 
college  fraternities,  Greek  letter  secret  societies,  to  my  mind, 

is  wholly  unimportant. 

^      ^      ^      jji      ^ 

"In  the  second  place,  I  believe  fraternities  have  developed 
in  the  way  they  have  and  to  the  extent  they  have  largely 
through  the  neglect  of  the  State-supported  institutions  to 
provide  suitable  living  accommodations  for  students,  and 
that  the  service  fraternities  have  rendered  in  this  way  en- 
titles them  to  recognition  and  support.  Any  one  who  has 
gone  through  the  experience  of  finding  a  rooming  and  board- 
ing place  in  a  college  community  occupied  by  a  large  num- 
ber of  students  knows  that  manv  students  are  not  getting  the 
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maximum  amount  of  comfort  possible  for  the  expenditure 
made.  The  desire  of  students  to  go  together,  to  rent  a 
house,  and  to  have  a  home  of  their  own  under  their  own 
control,  and  affording  them  more  liberty  and  more  confort, 
is  a  perfectly  natural  one.  If  the  State-supported  institu- 
tions had  been  able  to  provide  ample  and  suitable  dormito- 
ries for  all  their  students,  if  the  enrollment  had  been  limited 
to  the  number  of  students  accommodated  in  the  dormitories, 
undoubtedly  an  entirely  different  social  development  would 
have  resulted.  When  it  becomes  possible  to  provide  ample 
dormitory  facilities  for  students,  a  change  will  undoubtedly 
take  place  in  the  attitude  of  the  student  towards  fraterni- 
ties. This  is  well  illustrated  at  Yale,  where  all  the  men  in 
Yale  College,  with  the  exception  of  the  freshmen,  are  housed 
in  university  halls.  While  Yale  maintains  a  large  number 
of  fraternities,  the  attitude  of  the  student  body  toward  these 
organizations  and  their  general  influence  in  the  college  life 
is  very  different  from  that  in  most  other  institutions.  When 
we  remember  that  the  fraternities  at  Wisconsin  have  spent 
$400,000  and  at  Michigan  $500,000  in  providing  homes  for 
students  which  the  States  made  no  effort  to  provide,  it  cer- 
tainly seems  as  though  they  have  rendered  a  much  needed 
service." 
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''Lord  Strathcona,  the  Canadian  statesman  who  died  in  Janu- 
ary, bequeathed  half  a  million  dollars  to  Yale  for  scientific  work 
and  its  application  to  present  day  problems.  The  board  is  given  a 
free  hand  in  using  the  money  for  buildings,  endowment  of  chairs, 
and   for   scholarships." — The  Record   of  2  A  E. 


Buchtel  College  has  become  a  municipal  college,  and  will  prob- 
ably be  known  as  "The  University  of  Akron."  This  step  was 
taken  by  the  passing  of  a  city  ordinance  last  August  and  the  col- 
lege is  now  city  property.  The  college  will  be  supported  by  tax 
lew.  and  tuition  will  be  free  to  residents  of  Akron. 


Harvard  University  is  to  get  the  unequalled  Stevenson  collec- 
tion which  belonged  to  the  late  Harry  Elkins  Widener,  an  alumnus. 
The  collection  will  be  housed  in  the  new  Widener  ^lemorial  Library, 
which  was  made  possible  by  the  terms  of  the  young  man's  will  and 
the  generosity  of  his  mother.  ^Ir.  Widener,  it  will  be  remembered, 
lost  his  life  in  the   Titanic  disaster.

A  new  song  book  of  the  University  of  Chicago  has  been  pub- 
lished. The  book  has  many  new  features,  including  the  ''Alma 
Platers"  of  all  the  universities  in  the  Western  Conference  and 
many  songs  from  the  Blackfriar  comic  operas  of  the  last  six  years. 
The  selection  of  the  seventy-five  songs  in  the  book  was  made  after 
careful  consideration  by  a  committee  of  faculty  members,  alumni, 
and  undergraduates. 
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"In  an  address  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Histori- 
cal Society  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Delegates  last  night,  Colonel 
W.  Gordon  McCabe,  president  of  the  society,  gave  a  clear  account 
of  the  earliest  attempt  on  the  part  of  English-speaking  people  to 
found  an  educational  institution  on  the  Western  hemisphere.  As 
a  result  of  careful  study  of  original  records  in  this  country  and 
abroad,  Colonel  McCabe  told  of  the  movement  which  began  shortly 
after  the  founding  of  the  settlement  at  Jamestown  in  1607,  for  the 
conversion  and  education  of  the  aborigines  of  North  America. 
Sir  Francis  Dale  led  a  party  up  the  James  river  and  selected  as  a 
site  for  the  proposed  university,  which  was  to  be  the  capstone  of 
the  educational  system,  a  place  named  after  Prince  Henry,  the  son 
of  King  James  I.,  who  died  in  his  youth,  Henrico  or  Henricopolis. 
He  built  a  fortification  on  the  river  about  ten  miles  below  the  falls, 
and  because  it  followed  the  lines  of  certain  Dutch  fortifications, 
called  it  Dutch  Gap,  a  name  which  it  holds  to  this  day,  the  trench 
dug  by  Dale  as  a  protection  to  his  fort  having  since  been  deepened 
to  a  ship  canal  and  the  main  channel  of  the  river. 

"From  records  of  the  Virginia  Company  in  London,  Colonel . 
McCabe  traced  contributions  amounting  in  terms  of  present  money 
to  $40,000,  and  of  a  grant  of  11,000  acres  of  rich  bottom  land  for 
the  endowment  of  the  university.  Brick  masons  were  at  work  on  the 
structure  and  plans  had  been  made  for  a  branch  institution  for 
white  pupils  at  what  is  now  City  Point,  when  the  massacre  on  Good 
Friday,  1622,  put  an  end  to  all  operations,  and  almost  wiped  the 
colony  out  of  existence.  The  revocation  of  the  charter  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Company  shortly  afterwards  caused  a  different  method  of 
management  of  Colonial  affairs,  and  the  university  project  w^as  re- 
vived nearly  a  century  later  as  William  and  Mary  College,  at  Wil- 
liamsburg."— Richmond   (Va.)    Times-Dispatch,  February  25,   1914. 


FOUR   STUDENT  WAR   CAMPS   THIS   SUMMER. 

Five   Weeks'   Vacation  by  U.   S.   Government  at  Nominal  Expense. 

"College  students  and  graduates  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and. 
thirty,   who   are   seeking   something   to   do   during   the   summer,   will 
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undoubtedly  be  interested  that  the  War  Department,  following  the 
successful  plan  of  last  summer,  will  establish  this  summer  four 
military  instruction  campus  for  a  period  of  five  weeks. 

''The  idea  back  of  these  camps  is  to  build  up  a  reserve  force 
from  which  officers  of  volunteers  can  be  drawn  in  time  of  war,  and 
to  open  to  the  young  men  of  America  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  a 
pleasant  summer  outing — all  at  a  very  moderate  cost. 

"One  camp  will  be  at  Burlington,  Vt.,  from  July  6,  to  August  7, 
inclusive;  another  at  Monterey,  Cal.,  from  June  26  to  July  81,  in- 
clusive, and  another  in  the  mountains  and  spring  region  of  \'ir- 
ginia,  or  a  little  to  the  south,  and  the  fourth  on  the  eastern  shore 
of  Lake  Michigan,  the  exact  location  and  dates  for  the  two  latter  en- 
campments to  be  announced  later. 

*Tn  the  camps,  training  will  be  given  in  infantry  drill  and 
maneuvers,  and  artillery,  cavalry,  engineer  and  signal  corps  work, 
in  their  relation  to  infantry  attack,  defense,  etc.  The  War  De- 
partment details  troops  of  all  branches  to  these  camps  for  the  bet- 
ter instructions  of  the  men.  The  total  cost  to  the  "student  sol- 
diers'' will  be  $22.50,   $17.50   for  subsistance  and   $5    for  uniform. 

"These  camps  have  been  commended  by  the  president  of  Ameri- 
ca's leading  colleges  and  by  other  men  of  national  reputation.  Presi- 
dent Stockton  heartily  endorses  the  idea.  It  is  understood  a  number 
of  George  AA'ashington  men  will  attend  some  of  the  camps.  Several 
men  from  this  university  were  at  the  Gettysburg  camp  last  year. 

"Application  blanks  for  enrollment  in  the  camps  of  1914  can  be 
obtained  from  Capt.  R.  O.  Van  Horn,  general  staft\  United  States 
Army,  office  of  chief  of  staft',  War  Department  Building,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C." — The  University  Hatchet,  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity. 


The  L'niversity  of  Chicago  this  year  enters  another  period  of 
building  activity  such  as  has  characterized  several  other  years  of 
its  history.  Preparations  are  already  made  for  beginning  at  once 
two  new  buildings  that  will  cost  together  over  a  half  million  dollars. 
Adjoining  the  Walker  ]Museum  and  the  Law  Library,  and  connected 
with   the   former   on   all   its   floors,   Julius   Rosenwald   Hall   will   be 
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placed.  It  bears  the  name  of  one  of  the  university's  most  generous 
friends,  who  is  also  a  member  of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  This  new 
addition  to  the  beautiful  Gothic  structures  on  the  quadrangle  will 
house  the  Departments  of  Geolo2;y  and  Geography.  Special  effort 
will  be  made  by  the  architects  to  express  the  uses  of  the  building 
symbolically  in  the  decorative  features  of  the  facade.  The  build- 
ing will  cost  about  S260,000.  It  will  have  admirable  facilities  for 
furthering  the  work  of  the  two  departments,  including  an  assembly 
hall    seating   one  hundred   and   eighty   students. 

The  new  Classics  Building  of  the  L'niversity.  which  has  already 
been  begun,  is  located  west  of  the  group  of  which  the  Harper  ]Memo- 
rial  Library  is  the  dominating  building.  It  will  face  the  Midway 
Plaisance,  and  when  the  ^Modern  Languages  and  the  Historical 
buildings  are  added,  there  will  be  a  continuous  line  of  structures, 
a  block  long,  all  of  which  will  embody  the  spirit  and  style  of  the 
Harper  Library,  at  present  the  most  monumental  of  all  the  structures 
that  have  been  erected  on  the  campus  during  the  last  two  decades. 
The  Classics  Building  will  cost  over  S2 5 0.000. 

The  third  building  for  which  the  trustees  have  recently  adopted 
plans  is  Ida  Xoyes  Hall,  intended  as  a  club  house  for  Avomen  students. 
It  will  be  located  on  Eifty-ninth  street  between  AVoodlawn  and 
Kimbark  avenues,  and  will  be  the  social  and  athletic  center  for  the 
women  students  at  the  university.  It  will  contain  a  gymnasium, 
dining-commons,  and  club  rooms,  and  will  give  the  university 
women  all  the  advantages  open  to  the  men  students  at  Bartlett  Gpii- 
nasium,  Hutchinson  Hall,  and  the  Reynolds  Club.  While  in  general 
it  will  conform  to  the  collegiate  Gothic  type  of  the  university  build- 
ing, it  is  desired  to  make  this  group  more  domestic  in  character, 
and  accordingly  the  building  has  been  designed  in  the  spirit  of  the 
Tudor  manor  houses  and  planned   around   a   cloistered  garden. 

The  main  building,  facing  the  Midway  Plaisance.  will  be  about 
two  hundred  and  forty  feet  long  and  forty-eight  feet  wide  and  two 
and  one-half  stories  high.  The  large  entrance  hall  is  the  center  of 
the  group,  all  the  principal  rooms  opening  directly  into  it.  The 
entire  east  end  of  the  first  floor  will  be  devoted  to  a  refectory  about 
ninety  by  forty- four  feet  and  eighteen  feet  high,  with  tables  to  ac- 
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commodate  about  three  hundred  people.  To  the  west  of  the  entrance 
hall  and  up  a  short  flight  of  steps  will  be  the  commons  room,  fifty 
by  twenty-five  feet,  with  an  alcove  and  kitchenette  for  serving  tea; 
and  beyond  this  will  be  the  library,  a  room  thirty  by  forty-four 
feet,  with  a  large  fireplace. 

On  the  second  floor  will  b'C  a  memorial  room  to  Mrs.  Xoyes.  and 
beyond  this  a  trophy  gallery  for  the  display  of  banners,  etc.,  for  the 
athletic  department.  On  this  floor  also  will  be  the  offices  of  the 
athletic  department,  a  corrective  gymnasium  and  rest-rooms,  and  a 
series  of  parlors  to  be  assigned  to  different  organizations  and  to  be 
used  also  as  private  dining-rooms.  The  third  floor  will  contain  an 
assembly  hall,  seating  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  people,  and  also 
a  sun  parlor,  opening  onto  a  terrace  overlQoking  the  ^Midway. 

The  gymnasium  wing  extends  to  the  north  of  the  main  build- 
ing, the  gymnasium  proper  being  on  the  first  floor  level  and  occupy- 
ing a  space  about  seventy  by  one  hundred  feet.  This  room  is  to  be 
divided  into  two  parts  by  rolling  partitions.  There  will  also  be  a 
lounge,  two  bowling  alleys,  and  a  game  room,  forty-four  by  sixty- 
four  feet,  which  will  be  used  for  both  athletic  and  social  purposes. 
The  swimming  pool,  sixty  by  twenty-four  feet,  is  to  be  in  a  one- 
story  building  on  the  north  side  of  the  garden  and  connected  with 
the  gymnasium.  It  will  be  lighted  by  a  skylight  and  the  windows 
on  the  garden  side  can  be  opened  in  summer  so  as  to  give  the  im- 
pression of  an  open-air  pool. 

The  Ida  X^oyes  Hall  is  given  to  the  University  of  Chicago  by 
]Mr.  L.  Verne  X'oyes,  of  Chicago,  in  memory  of  his  wife,  who  was 
always  deeply  interested  in  social  and  patriotic  organizations  of 
women. 


The  Christian  Science  Monitor  of  ^Nlarch  24,  1914,  gave  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  an  address  by  Hon.  H.  F.  Hollis.  U.  S.  senator 
from  X^ew  Hampshire: 

"Pleading  for  a  college  career  that  would  be  less  expensive, 
more  simple  and  standardized,  Senator  Henry  F.  Hollis,  of  X^ew 
Hampshire,   criticized  universities  in   general   and   Harvard   in   par- 
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ticular  at  a  meeting  in  the  College  Union  at  Cambridge,  ^Monday 
night,  on  the  ground  that  they  were  a  burden  fastened  upon  the 
American  people  by  the  capitalists.  The  speaker  ^Ya5  graduated 
from  Harvard  with  the  class  of   1892. 

'"Senator  Hollis  said  he  believed  he  was  the  first  Harvard  man 
of  radical  views  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  Senate,  the  only  other  Har- 
vard men  there  at  present  being  Senator  Lodge,  of  ^Massachusetts, 
and  Senator  Penrose,  of  Pennsylvania.  He  said  Harvard  is  not 
representative  of  the  L'nited  States  nor  of  New  England  because 
it  is  too  conservative. 

'Tn  the  ^Middle  West,"'  continued  Senator  Hollis,  "the  bond  be- 
tween some  States  and  their  leading  universities  is  very  close.  The 
State  legislatures  submit  questions  of  public  policy  to  the  college 
faculties  and  receive  opinions  which  largely  control  their  actions. 
This  is  particularly  the  case  in  Wisconsin,  he  pointed  out.  But 
such  a  thing  as  the  Legislature  of  ^Massachusetts  requesting  an  opin- 
ion from  the  faculty  of  Harvard  College  would  be  unheard  of. 

'•His  opinion  was  that  colleges  were  too  dependent  upon  dona- 
tions and  he  said  there  is  a  firm  belief  among  public  men  that  the 
President  of  the  L'nited  States  was  forced  from  the  head  of  a  leadmg 
eastern  college  because  he  tried  to  stem  the  tide  of  snobbery  and 
make  that  college  democratic  in  the  social,  not  the  political  sense. 

"Senator  Hollis  said  he  would  begin  by  declining  gifts  from  men 
of  great  wealth,  and  if  new  buildings  Avere  needed  call  on  the  alumni 
for  contributions,  limiting  the  amount  to  be  subscribed  by  a  single 
donor.  He  would  increase  the  income  by  increasing  the  tuition 
fees."

A  X  P,  at  its  recent  convention  in  Washington,  D.   C,  adopted 

a  resolution  condemning  high  school  secret  societies  and  asking  the 

co-operation  of  other  fraternities,  school  authorities  and  parents  in 
an  effort  to  suppress  them. 


The  Kappa  Alpha  Journal  has  the  following  to  say  in  regard  to 
some  legislation  passed  at  the  recent  convention  of  that  fraternity: 

"Perhaps  the  most  important  legislation  of  a  decade  was  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  office  of  General  Secretary,  and  the  adoption  of 
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the  idea  of  an  endowment  fund.  This  officer  will  devote  his  entire 
energies  to  work  for  the  fraternity,  and  will  make  it  his  principal 
business  to  attend  to  her  general  needs.  He  will  visit  active  and 
alumni  chapters,  organize  new  chapters,  especially  among  the  alumni, 
solicit  contributions  for  an  endowment  fund,  and  act  as  agent  for  the 
Journal,  In  fact,  it  will  be  his  business  to  care  for  all  the  Order's 
needs  in  whatever  communitv  he  mav  visit.'' 


As  the  result  of  a  typhoid  fever  epidemic  in  the  spring  of  1911 
the  University  of  ^Michigan  chapter  of  $  A  0  provided  by  by-law  for 
a  chapter  sanitarian,  whose  duties  are  to  inspect  the  chapter  house 
and  grounds,  and  the  rooms  of  the  active  members  not  living  in  the 
chapter  house  to  ascertain  the  healthfulness  of  them;  to  determine 
the  use  of  precautions  in  the  water,  milk  and  food  supply;  to  direct 
the  use  of  disinfectants  in  the  bath  rooms  and  similar  places;  to  have 
control  of  sanitary  measures  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  fraternity 
life;  to  consult  in  confidence  with  other  fraternity  members  when 
they  are  sick,  help  them  to  health  if  within  his  ability,  and  if  not 
advise  the  aid  of  a  physician.  The  plan  is  to  fill  this  position  by  a 
member  of  the  chapter  who  is  studying  medicine,  or,  if  such  a  person 
is  not  available,  by  one  who  is  preparing  to  study  medicine.  The 
Michigan  Chapter  of  $  A  ©  reports  that  the  plan  has  worked  with 
good  and  satisfactory  results  and  recommends  it  to  others. 


"At  the  council  office  we  now  have  an  album  in  which  we  are  col- 
lecting picture  postal  cards  of  all  the  colleges  and  universities  where 
we  have  chapters.  Alost  of  our  chapters  have  met  our  requests  and 
sent  in  these  post  cards,  but  those  who  have  not  carried  out  this 
simple  request  w'e  ask  to'  attend  to  it  at  once,  as  this  album  has 
proved  of  great  interest  to  the  many  visitors  at  the  council  room.'' — 
The  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  Quarterly. 


"Not  a  bad  idea,  that  Pan-Hellenic  banquet  up  in  Vermont,  of 
which  our  brother  Fred  M.  Small  is  present.  The  plan  of  the  frater- 
nities in  this  place   (Morrisville,  Vt.)   is  to  not  only  unite  all  f rater- 
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nity  members,  but  to  invite  all  college  men  and  women  to  their  ban- 
quet, as  well  as  the  senior  classes  of  jNIorrisville  and  Lamville  acade- 
mies. Fraternities  are  discussed  and  the  young  people  given  some 
idea  of  fraternities,  so  when  one  goes  to  college  he  knows  what  he 
wants  to  do,  and  if  he  does  not  get  a  bid  the  first  thing  he  does  not  get 
bitter  and  start  for  the  commons  club  and  club  the  whole  fraternity 
system.  As  a  result  from  one  small  town  in  the  last  59  years  163  boys 
have  gone  to  26  different  colleges,  and  110  have  joined  fraternities."

"THE  AIR  WE   BREATHE." 

Lecture    Will  Be   Delivered    To-Night    at    Virginia   Mechanics' 

Institute. 

Wortley  F.  Rudd,  professor  of  chemistry  in  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  will  be  assisted  by  Charles  Phillips,  Va.  Alpha,  in 
his  public  lecture  on  "The  Air  We  Breathe,"  at  the  Virginia  Me- 
chanics Institute  to-night  at  8:30  o'clock.  The  lecture  will  be  a 
popular  presentation  of  the  main  facts  about  air,  with  some  of  the 
history  of  the  peculiar  ideas  held  by  the  ancients  concerning  the 
atmosphere  and  the  development  of  the  scientific  work  which  has 
given  the  present  accurate  knowledge.  In  order  to  enforce  these 
facts  upon  the  audience,  simple  experiments  have  been  selected 
for  showing  the  presence  of  the  gaseous  components  of  the  air  and 
the  functions  of  each  in  its  relation  to  human  respiration  and  that 
of  all  animal  life.  The  solution  of  some  problems  of  ventilation 
will  be  shown  and  demonstrated  by  experiments,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  accepted  theories  of  the  properties  of  exhaled  air  and 
its  effect  upon  animal  life. 

The  lecturer  has  ordered  some  liquid  air  from  Washington  and 
the  wonderful  physiological  and  physical  aspects  of  this  substance 
will  be  demonstrated  by  novel  experiments.  The  public  is  invited 
to  hear  this  lecture.

Vera  Cruz  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  L'nited  States  by  Second  Lieu- 
tenant Arthur  J.  White,  of  the  Second  ^Marine  Corps  regiment. 
Lieut.  White's  home  is  in  ^Mineral  Springs,  and  his  relatives  there 
spent  many  anxious  moments  speculating  on  his  safety  until  the 
Plain  Dealer  yesterday  morning  was  able  to  assure  his  aged  father. 
Homer  C.  White,  that  his  son  was  safe. 

Advices  to  the  Plain  Dealer  said  Lieut.  White  was  one  of  the 
officers  in  command  of  the  landing  parties,  and  that  he  went  through 
the  thickest  of  the  fight  in  the  streets  of  Vera  Cruz  uninjured. 

Lieut.  \Miite  has  been  in  the  marine  corps  five  years,  and  for 
the  last  two  years  has  been  serving  in  the  Panama  canal  zone. 

At  the  first  indication  of  war  with  ^Mexico,  Lieut.  White's  com- 
pany was  ordered  aboard  the  battleship  Utah,  from  which  vessel 
he   was   sent   ashore  Tuesday. 

Letters  received  by  ^Ir.  White  yesterday  said  the  wife  and  young 
daughter  of  Lieut.  White  would  remain  in  the  canal  zone  until  the 
outcome  of  the   strife  with  ^Mexico.     Lieut.   White's  wife   also  is   a 
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native  of  Ohio,  she   and  her  husband  meeting  while  they  were   at- 
tending cone2;e  at  Ada,  Ohio.
